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TRUMAN WILL 
SPEAK AT DINNER 
FOR CONNELLY

WASHINGTON, June 3 — For- 
mer President Harry S. Truman 


will be the principal speaker at 
a $100-a-plate testimonial dinner 
for Matthew J, Connelly, Tru- 
man’s appointments secretary 
when he was in the White House. 

The event, which will be held 
Sept. 19 at the Statler Hilton Ho- 
tel in Boston, is intended to raise 
a legal defense fund for Con- 
nelly. He is fighting a convic- 
tion on a charge of conspiracy 
relating to an alleged tax-fixing 
case involving a St. Louis shoe 
manufacturer. 

Truman, noted for his loyalty 
to persons loyal to him, is listed 
as honorary chairman of the din- 
ner. Representative John W. Mc- 
Cormack of Boston, Democratic 
majority leader in the House, 
and Cardinal Richard Cushing, 
archbishop of Boston, are sched- 
uled speakers. Bob Considine, 
newspaper and broadcasting fig- 
ure, will be toastmaster. 

Idea of Friends. 

The idea for the event de- 
veloped among friends of Con- 
nelly in Massachusetts. He is a 
native of Clinton, Mass., and 
went into government service in 
Boston with the old Federal 
Emergency Relief Administra- 
tion in 1933. 

He served as staff director for 
the old Truman committee of 
the Senate which investigated 
wrongdoing among defense. con- 
tractors in World War II, be- 
came Truman’s executive sec- 
retary when he assumed the vice 
presidency in 1945 and accom- 
panied Truman to the White 
House when he succeeded Presi- 
dent Franklin D. Roosevelt. 

Sponsors of the dinner said it 
would be non-political, with 
guests drawn from the fields of 
government, civic organizations, 
industry and labor. 

Connelly, who opened a public 
relations office in New York 
after the Republicans took over 
the White House in 1953, has 
been hard hit financially by the 
Jong litigation in his case. 

One of his attorneys is John 
H. Lashly of St. Louis. 

Convicted With Caudle. 

Connelly ad T. Lamar Caudle, 
one-time chief of the Justice De- 
partment’s tax division, were 
convicted at St. Louis in June, 
1956, on charges of conspiring 
to defraud the Government of 
their services by attempting to 
delay prosecution of Irving 
Sachs, St. Louis head of Shu- 
Stiles, Inc., on a federal income 
tax evasion charge. 

Connelly and Caudle were sen- 
tenced to serve two years in 
prison and fined $2500. 

They have been free on bond 
pending disposition of appeals. 
The Supreme Court twice in 1958 
refused to review the cases. They 
then sought a new trial on the 
ground that evidence used 
against them had been repudi- 
ated by Harry L. Schwimmer, 
Sachs’s attorney. The plea for 
a new trial was rejected in Unit- 
ed States District Court at St. 
Louis and an appeal from this 
ruling now is pending in the 
Eighth Circuit Court of Appeals. 


TV'S U.S, MARSHAL CORRALS 
THREE IN AUTO ACCIDENT 


CHICAGO, June 3 (UPI)— 
Three men were arrested today 
as a result of a run-in with TV’s 
“U.S. Marshal,” John Brom- 
field, on Chicago’s outer drive. 

Bromfield was on his way to 
a personal appearance yester- 
day, when an automobile driven 
by Ellis Williams sideswiped the 
actor’s car, poli¢e said. 

Six men in Williams’ car 
jumped out and tried to flee on 
foot, but three of them stopped 
in astonishment when Brom- 
field stepped out in his TV cos- 
tume and shouted at them. 

Bromfield then directed rush 
hour traffic around the accident 
site until police arrived and took 
Williams, a garage. mechanic, 
and two companions into cus- 
tody.

of 18,000 workers. 

The Firestone strike and a 
walkout of 14,000 at the B. F. 
Goodrich Co. will be seven 
weeks old at midnight tonight. 

The Mediation and Concilia- 
tion Service last week announced 
intention to enter the deadlocked 
Goodrich bargaining in Canton, 
O., tomorrow, but later decided 
at the request of the company 
and union to hold off. This 
prompted speculation that prog- 
ress may have been made. 

Wages are not at issue. Pen- 
sion plans are the big item in 
dispute. Hospitalization insur- 
ance, supplemental unemploy- 
ment benefits, vacations and 
other fringe items also are on 
the table, as are piecework 
standards, sub-contracting of 
work, plant safety and others.

even though Mr. Eisenhower’s prestige is rising, confidence in 


the Republican party is falling. 

Representative Charles A. Hal- 
leck of Indiana, House minority 
leader, referred, for example, to 
the Gallup poll published May 
26 indicating that 61 per cent of 
the voters think Democrats can 
handle important problems bet- 
ter than Republicans. 

The President, as Halleck dis- 
closed later, was filled with 
‘‘wonderment” at this outcome 
of the survey. 

Republican leaders are confi- 
dent that such statistics do not 
necessarily mean that the party 
would lose the White House in 
1960. Barring a dramatic rever- 
sal in the trend, however, they 
almost certainly mean that the 
Republicans would lose the 
House of Representatives again. 
Democratic control of the Senate 
until 1962 is a foregone conclu- 
sion because of the heavy ma- 
jority swept in last year. 

Several times in the last few 
weeks Mr. Eisenhower has as- 
sured Republican leaders that he 


will do everything he can_to re- 
vive the party’s fortunes. 


Since Mr, Eisenhower is in his 
final term, there is some ques- 
tion among political leaders in 
and out of Congress as to how 
effective he can be. 

Some of these leaders think 
the situation might be different 
if six years ago, when he entered 
the White House, Mr. Eisenhow- 
er had taken firm control of the 
Republican party and used pa- 
tronage to build up the organiza- 
tion, This was not the course he 
chose. 

Why has the party’s popularity 
declined while the President’s 
prestige has risen? Those who 
have discussed this problem with 
Mr. Eisenhower say he thinks | 
the answer is that the Republi. | 
can leadership in Congress has | 
not kept in step with the Repub- 
lican President, and that the 
things he has stood for have 
been blurred by Republicans in 
Congress.

“The two young mien referred. to 
in the news item are involved with 
several other young men and sev- 
eral juveniles (under the age of 18 
years) in a series of crimes com- 
mitted in this general area, involv- 
ing breaking and entering and lar- 
ceny from homes, boats moored at 
the local harbor and siphoning gas 
from school busses parked on 
school grounds. 

‘As to the beer involved, I believe 
that the report which was put out 
on press wire service said only one 
unopened can of beer was in the 
motor vehicle. But it neglected to 
mention that the car also contained 
four empty cans, one opened and 
partially consumed can of beer in 
addition to the one unopened can 
of beer. 

“As to where’ the beer was ob- 
tained the press reports also were 
silent; the beer had been stolen 
from one of the party fishing boats 
moored in this area. 

“I might add that one of the boys 
was advised by me in open court 
that if he would return to school 
and complete his education that any 
sentences imposed would be sus- 
pended. His mother was in court 
and I spoke with her in chambers 
after imposing sentence and she 
concurred with me and thanked me 
for the action that I had taken and 
I have recently received a letter 
from her in which she has again 
thanked me.” Jean D. Gray

We doubt if there has ever been another 
case where an appointee’s conduct during the 
Senate confirmation process has so thoroughly 


‘documented one of the charges against him. 


As Senator Gale McGee of Wyoming has strik- 
ingly shown in a series of speeches on the 
Senate floor, Adm. Strauss time and again 
tried to mislead or deceive the very Commerce 
Committee which was inquiring into charges 


' that he habitually misled the Joint Atomic 


Energy Committee and the public on nuclear 
matters. Where Strauss told the Commerce 
Committee that he did not ask to have a cer- 
tain letter on nuclear power plants prepared, 
his own testimony before another committee 
three years ago shows that he did ask to have 
it prepared. Where he testified that he never 
asked for security information about an an- 
tagonistic witness at the hearings, a letter 
from AEC Chairman McCone clearly reveals 
that he did. And so on. 

It is most regrettable that two Republican 
backers of Strauss have raised the question 
whether religious prejudice is working against 
Strauss. This is like issuing a public warning 
that a vote against Strauss may be exploited 
in New York City as a vote against his reli- 
gious faith. We cannot believe that Adm. 
Strauss himself or any reputable political 
leader would stoop to such reprehensible 
tactics. There is no religious issue in this 
debate, any more than there was when Strauss 
was confirmed as AEC chairman in 1953.. Any- 
body who injects such an issue on either side 
does a great disservice to democracy. 


For an Understanding W orld 


As the school year ends, it is well worth 
noting that it included the fortieth anniver- 
sary of the founding of the Institute of Inter- 
national Education under whose auspices 
many thousands of students have come tem- 
porarily to the United States from overseas. 
Missouri alone has had 51 students sponsored 
by the IIE. during the year, and of these 
21 have been studying in St. Louis. 

The I.E was founded less than three 
months after the World War I armistice by 
Stephen Duggan, Nicholas Murray Butler and 
Elihu Root to strengthen international. under- 
standing through exchange of students, schol- 
ars and information. Its program began in 
1922 with the exchange of five American stu- 
dents with five from Czechoslovakia. In 1957- 
58, it sponsored 3044 foreign students from 81 
countries and sent 1423 Americans to 33 
countries. 

For 10 years the Institute of International 
Education has screened, placed and super- 
vised student exchanges under the Fulbright 
and Smith-Mundt Acts for the State Depart- 
ment. A salute is in order for all those who 
have carried on this eminently valuable work 
for four decades. 


K.C.’s Underground Boom 


Business is booming at Kansas City’s un- 
derground Auditorium Plaza garage, a condi- 
tion that can hardly be described as pleasant 
news for the private parking-lot lobby here. 
The St. Louis garage-and-lot operators, bitter 
opponents of municipal activity in this field, 
like to regard the Kansas City facility as a 
horrid failure that proves their case. 


Just the opposite seems to be true. Last 


‘April the $4,100,000 garage attracted 57,698 


automobiles, an increase of more than 100 per 
cent over April 1956 when the then new struc- 
ture served 27,490 cars. More importantly, 
it now seems to be well on the way to paying 
for itself, and its existence takes a substantial 
amount of pressure off downtown streets. 

St. Louis’s efforts to fill the void left by 
the inability of private operators to meet 
downtown parking needs have been frustrated 
to a large extent by these same operators, 
They are. fighting a delaying action in the 
courts te prevent the construction of munici- 
pal garages at Ninth and Delmar and Sixth 
and Pine.

While all these measures are promising and 
merit study, they are the standard suggestions 
which have come repeatedly from the rail- 
roads, and most of which came from last 
year’s hearings in the Senate. The freshest 
of the ICC’s proposals growing out of its three- 
year study, and one which we believe has re- 
ceived inadequate attention, is that the rail- 
roads try to tailor their service and their 
prices more closely to the traveling. needs of 
the public. The beginning in this direction 
by the Missouri Pacific and some other lines 
ought to be extended. 

Among a travel-loving people such as ours, 
it séems an arguable theory that large num- 
bers would like to travel frequently by train. 
Why, then, do they choose in such overwhelm- 
ing majorities to go by automobile instead? 
We think it is because they are convinced car 
travel is cheaper, enables them to travel when 
they want to travel and stop when they want 
to stop, and is flexible to sudden changes in 
their plans. . 

For most Americans, rail travel is still too 
expensive, even on family plans, and there is 
too wide a spread between the price of coach 
and first-class. Schedules are by and large 
tailored to the preferences of business men 
who want to travel overnight rather than of 
the far more numerous vacationers who want 
to travel during the day. It is made difficult, 
when it ought to be made easy, for the vaca- 
tioning passenger to travel a few hundred 
miles a day and put up for the night at a 
motel or hotel as he would if he were in 
his own car; being constantly train-bound for 
two to three days goes against the habits of 
many Americans. There is too much red tape 
and delay about changing travel plans en 


route, as can so easily be done in a car; tickets © 


interchangeable among all lines would help. 

Imagination is a crying need of railroad 
managements and the one characteristic of 
which they are in general miost deficient. A 
rdilroad train is, after all, a close cousin to a 
magic carpet, and not properly to be limited 
to the operations of stodgy minds. The largest 
passenger market yet to be won over by the 
railroads, we think, is among those to whom 
travel is neither mere transportation nor eco- 
nomic necessity, but fun. 


Detour the Trucks 


Mayor Tucker has ordered a study of truck 
travel on the Express Highway, and we trust 
that the State Highway Department will do 
the same. 

State operation will begin in three or four 
weeks, when @the Skinker connection is’ 
opened between the Daniel Boone route and 
the Express Highway. As long as the city 
poatlior s- operated the latter, trucks were 
forbidden to use it. But state policy has been 
to permit fruck use of any state highway. 

At the moment the Express Highway is a 
narrow, twisting four-lane route never in- 
tended for trucks. State traffic surveys have 
indicated that passenger traffic has grown so 
heavy that the roadway must be enlarged to 
six lanes. If so, there is no excuse for allowing 
big trucks to, add to such critical congestion. 

At least until the six-lane pavement. is 
opened, trucks should be routed away from a 
crowded roadway so essential to the movement 
of passenger traffic. 


Can the Tortoise Win? 

While the men who operate the bulldozers 
and the heavy steel balls and claws were dem- 
onstrating their wrecking talent in Vande- 
venter Place, the news came that the old 
Usona hotel—quite fashionable in World's 
Fair days—is to be torn down next month. 
That may seem to call for a nostalgic piece 
about the fading grandeur of the old West 
End. If it does, we are not inclined to write it. 

There has been much fine new building in 
the West End. Consider.the transformation in 
the last few years of Kingshighway between 
the hospitals and Lindell boulevard. The 
Forest Park frontage now is the elegant street 
it was meant to be. And in this area improve- 
ment has been contagious. The Usona, for 
example, is coming down to make space for a 
modern motor hotel. After a long building 
hiatus, plans now are being pushed for new 
apartment buildings. New homes also are 
being built, one by one. 

This redevelopment may be less spectacular 
than the Plaza, Mill Creek and Kosciusko 
projects, yet in a way it is more important 
since it obviates the need for such sweeping 


changes. It might be called Operation Con- 
servation. As for Vandeventer Place, the 
Veterans’ Hospital and the new Juvenile 


Court building must be counted a change for 
the better.

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Does Transit Need a Federal Tax Concession? 
Transit on Equal Footing With Public Ownership 


Way to Put Private

The chronic ills of urban mass tran- 
sit have been too well publicized to 
require a detailed recounting. It is 
sufficient to note that after the end of 
World War II urban transit companies 
were caught in a squeeze between de- 
clining gross revenues on one hand 
and increasing unit operating costs on 
the other. 

The over-all results of transit’s eco- 
nomic plight were (1) increases in 
passenger fares 
and (2) severe cut- 
, backs and restric- 
The Mirror tions in the serv- 

of ices provided by 
the transit opera- 
tor. In other 
words, the passen- 
ger was continual- 
| ly being asked to 
pay a higher price for an inferior 
product. 

If it is assumed that there are some 
inherent values in private operation of. 
transit facilities which are worthy of 
preservation, there aré two major 
steps which the Federal Government 
could take to give the private segment 
of the transit industry a much-needed 
breathing spell. 

Congress could enact tax legislation 
specifying that any income derived 
by a transit firm as the result of a 
state or local subsidy grant, tax re- 
mission, or relief statute should be ex- 
cluded from gross incOme when de- 
termining corporate taxable net in- 
come. 

This provision would guarantee to 
local transit companies almost the full 
benefit of any financial relief granted 
by state and local authorities. 

Even though a portion of a local 
transit company’s revenues was ex- 
empted from federal income taxes, 
any net income benefits could proper-

ly be considered by the state regula- 
tory commission as a portion of.total 
net ea s in cases involving the 
firm’s rates and return. Thus the fed- 
eral tax exemption would benefit the 
rider as well as the private transit op- 
erator by helping to hold the line 
against fare increases. 

It would permit a fairer evaluation 
of the relative advantages of private 
and public transit operation by vest- 
ing the private company with certain 
tax advantages now available only to 
public enterprises. 

The second major tax revision which 
the Federal Government could under- 
take involves the creation of a new 
class of corporate taxpayer which 
would fit the needs of the private 
urban transit firm. 

Federal tax laws presently operate 
to lessen the burden of a temporarily 
depressed corporation by permitting 
net losses to be carried back two years 
or carried forward for five years. 
Some ‘similar concern might properly 
be manifested for a member of a 
chronically depressed, publicly regu- 
lated industry, such as urban transit, 
which because of franchises, certifi- 
cates, contractual commitments, or 
simple public necessity cannot be per- 
mitted to cease operations. 

The suggested federal corporate in- 
come tax change would follow a pat- 
tern set out in World War II excess 
profits tax legislation. The proposed 
legislation would permit qualified firms 
a certain allowable return based on 
either the depreciated value of useful 
assets Or gross operating revenues. 
The allowable return would be either 
completely tax-exempt or taxed at 
some nominal rate, say 2 per cent, 
Earnings in excess of the stipulated 
return, on the other hand, would be 
taxed by the Federal Government at 
rates about the present 52 per cent, 
say 75-90 per cent.

The infield has connecting 
artifical lakes fringed by petu- 
nias in color patterns—pa- 
triotic red, white and blue, 
rich gold and violet. A pretty 
maid in off-the-shoulder white 
blouse and swishing pink skirt, 
known as the goose girl, tends 
the feathered flock to create 
pleasant diversion for eyes 
that can’t stand the sight of a 
two-dollar investment that ran 
out or a flashing tote board 
that tells the sad story: No 
runs, no hits, one error. 

The folks at Hollypark make 
it so awfully nice and easy to 
lose your assets. Outside the 
high-tiered, pastel clubhouse 
and grandstand with the gay 
pennants of famous track col- 
ors are shaded benches close 
by beautiful delphinium and 
tuberous begonias. No library 
garden could be more con- 
ducive to quiet study—and, 
brother no scholar ever poured 
more intensely over a volume 
of forgotten lore than the hard- 
bitten horse player straining 
over the agate type of the 
past-performance chart. 

The other day when we 
were there, a crowd of 64,216 
averaged about 
the mutuel windows trying to 
get rich quick or at least have 
a little fun. It’s difficult to 
figure which figure was more 
staggering —the fact they 
parked close to 30,000 cars or 
the record track handle of 
$3,993,000. 


—Still Champ! 


Wesson, who thumped the 
tubs for his alma _ mater, 
Southern California, during the 
Trojans’ football heydey under 
Howard Jones, has been at 
Hollywood Park the last 13 of 
the track’s 21 years. 

‘‘There are 440 races during 


-@ 55-day season,” said the 
‘publicity director, smiling, 
“and hundreds of winning 


horses and thousands of win- 
ning tickets, but the champion 
winner of any season is the 
tax collector.” 

In all, taxes in 20 years the 
track has paid $128,017,668, 
Wesson said, including $10,- 
‘537,961 in 1958. Uncle Sam, 
the city of Inglewood and Los 
Angeles county took a share, 
but the bulk—$7,710,614—went 
to the state of California. 

‘Stock in Hollywood Park 
fs highly profitable,’’ said 
Wesson, ‘‘but for every dollar 
that has been earned in divi- 
dends by the 2160 stockholders 
seven dollars have gone in 

‘taxes. Last year the ratio was 
one to 10.” 

Through charity days at the 
track each season and addi- 
tional donations by the Holly- 
wood Turf Club at the end of 
annual race operations in July, 
the folks at Hollypark have 
given L.A. county welfare or- 
ganizations $10,400,908, Wesson 
said, showing a breakdown of 
$560,618 last year to 36 insti- 
tutions. 

‘**The track long ago set up 
the Hollywood Park Turf Club 
Associated Charities,  Inc.,”’ 
Wesson explained, ‘It’s a non- 
profit charitable foundation

“The United States must not 
allow a friend of many years to 
be pushed aside by Communist 
blackmail,” said Dorn. “We 
must prove to all our allies that 
the United States will support 
every one of our friends.” 

The State Department, in a 
formal ‘statement read by De- 
partment Press Officer Lincoln 
White, declared, “It is evident 
that Communist pressures have 
been directed to obtain ‘the ex- 
pulsion of the Chinese Nation- 
alists. 
The Department said that it 
assumed the action was ‘‘a pre- 
lude to pressures directed to ob- 
tain the later readmission of the 
Chinese Communhists.”’

The St. Louis-Southwestern 
(Cotton Belt) Railroad today re- 
quested pérmission of the Inter- 
state Commerce Commission at 
Washington to abandon its last 
two passenger trains. They p- 
erate between St. Louis and Pine 
Bluff, Ark. 


Much of the area served by 
the Cotton Belt is rural, the pe- 
tition stated, and population 
along the route has declined in 
recent. years. The petition asked 
that the train service be ended 
next July 1. 


Losses attributed directly to 
a decrease in the number of 
passengers have increased stead- 
ily since 1957, the company said. 
Passenger service losses were 
placed at ‘$312,301 in 1957, $362,- 
926 in 1958 and $90,981 for the 
first three months of 1959. 


In its petition, the railroad said 
each train carried an average of 
30 passengérs daily in 1957, 17 
daily in 1958 and only 12.5 daily 
for the first three months of this 
year. In the last six months, it 
said, about 18 passengers arrived 
or departed from the St. Louis 
terminus each day. 


A Cotton Belt spokesman said 
none of the passengers rode the 
entire distance and that one five- 
passenger automobile could have 
handled. the railroad’s entire 
passenger load between St. Louis 
and Pine Bluff on any day this 
year. 

The trains depart from each 
terminal point daily at 10:30 
p.m. and reach the other end of 
the rum at 8 a.m. the next day. 
Twenty-one intermediate points 
are served,. including East St.

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SENATE VOTES 
4} BILLIONS FOR 
FARM PROGRAMS 


WASHINGTON, June 3 (AP) 
—The Sénate passed today a 
bill supplying more than 4% 
billion dollars to finance Gov- 
ernment farm programs for the 
12 months beginning July 1. 

The vote was 70 to 10. 


Passage e after Senator 
John Stennis (Dem.), Missis- 
sippi, abandoned a fight to 


soften a $50,000 limit on price 
support loans to any one farm 
or farmer. 

The Senate bill now goes back 
to the House and a Senate-House 
conference committee probably 
will be named to iron out dif- 
ferences. 

The House had adopted a 
differing $50,000 limitation and 
Senate leaders apparently agreed 
to work out any differences in 
this horse-trading session rather 
than on the Senate floor. 

Effort Loses. 

Just before passage Senator 
Paul H. Douglas (Dem.), Illi- 
nois, lost on a parliamentary 
ruling an effort to prevent any 
price supports unless produc- 
tion controls are in operation. 

Douglas “shouted that Secre- 
tary of Agriculture Ezra Taft 
Benson was trying ‘“‘to wreck 
the farm program” by offering 
price supports on corn and other 
crops without coatrols. 

Senator Milton R. Young 
(Rep.), North Dakota, raised an 
objection: that the Douglas 
amendment was out of order. 
Young’s contention was upheld. 

A vote of 48 to 37 rejected an 
eff Senator John J. Wil- 
liaths (Rep.), Delaware, to cut 
$75,000,000 from the $450,000,000 
authorized for the soil bank 
program. Williams argued that 
almost everyone “admits that 
the soil bank program has been 
a failure” in the effort to cut 
back surplus farm production. 

Other Action in Congress. 

The House voted without oppo- 
sition yesterday to help lift some 
of the onus from veterans who 
were refused honorable  dis- 
charges by the armed services. 

It passed a bill to authorize 
military review boards to grant 
certificates of exemplary reha- 
bilitation to veterans who can 
prove their conduct has been 
good since returning to civilian 
life. 


Sponsors of the measure, which 
now goes to the Senate, empha- 
sized that it would not alter the 
terms of the discharge itself or 
entitle any person granted the 
rehabilitation certificate to re- 
ceive veterans’ benefits. 

The House Public Works Com- 
mittee approved. legislation to- 
day to reimburse the states for 
certain free and toll roads which 
have been made a part of the 
national interstate and defense 
highway system. The funds 
would total $4,295,600,000 over a 
a 15-year period. 

Each state would be entitled 
to receive the additional amounts 
for expenditure for the construc- 
tion of highways under the fed- 
eral-aid primary system. 

Any amount to which a state 
would be entitled would be in 
addition to any other amounts 
authorized for the federal-aid 
primary system, could be com- 
bined with any other amounts 
authorized for that system and 
would be available for projects 
in either urban or rural areas. 
States would not be required to | 
match any part of the money | 
that is reimbursed.

HOUSE UNIT OK'S 


MORE FUNDS FOR 
FLOOD CURB HERE 


By a Washington Correspondent 
of the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, June 3 — An 
appropriation of $4,200,000 to 
continue work on the master 
flood control system on the 
Mississippi river at St. Louis was 
recommended yesterday by the 


tee. 

The committee, headed by 
Representative Clarence Cannon 
(Dem.), Missouri, also recom- 
mended appropriations of $2,300,- 
000 to continue a similar project 
in East St. Louis and vicinity 
and $1,758,000 for construction 
projects on the Mississippi in 
Illinois between St. Louis and 
dams 26 and 27 at Alton and 
Winfield. 

The appropriations were in- 
cluded in a $1,176,677,000 money 
bill for public works in the com- 
ing fiscal year. The House is 
expected to vote on the bill this 
week. 

The St. Louis flood control 
project, being built by the Corps 
of Army Engineers, will cost an 
estimated $130,000,000 and will 
consist of a series of earthen 
levees, concrete floodwalls, 
pumping stations and sewers de- 
signed to protect 3420 acres 
along the riverfront against a 
flood stage of up to 52 feet. 

The system will extend 11 
miles from Maline creek to the 
foot of Chippewa street. It will 
require six years to complete. 

The Federal Governmest will 
defray about $125,000,000 of the 
cost, the remainder to be borne 
by the city and local interests. 
Work on the project began last 
February. 

A spokesman for the Corps 
of Engineers said the funds 
recommended by the committee 
would allow work to be started 
on three new levee sections, one

The chutists were part of a regiment of 2200 men who 
dropped seven miles behind the beach called Utah on the 
Cherbourg Peninsula. Their job was to liberate Sainte-Mere- 
Eglise. The commander of the German unit was an old Aus- 
trian: In years gone by, he had been the music critic of a 
newspaper in Vienna. 

A soldier standing under a tree nodded to a parachutist 
hanging dead in his harness. ‘“Tommies,” he said. “All 
kaput.” He was wrong both ways. They weren’t British 
Tommies; they were Americans. They were not kaput; the 
Germans were. 

Mayor Renaud went back to his house and waited. At 
dawn, there was a knock on his door. He opened it slowly. 
An American captain stood looking at him. The American 
offered a piece of gum. The mayor declined, with thanks. 
The two men walked to German headquarters. The Nazis had 
fled. The swastika, which had flown for four years, was gone. 
An American flag, which had flown over Naples, was now 
snapping in the breeze. 

Sainte-Mere-Eglise was the first town to be freed. At 
2:30 a.m., long before any landings on the beaches, Gen. Max- 
well Taylor, divisional commander, bumped the ground and 
unhitched his harness four miles southeast of Sainte-Mere- 
Eglise. His artillery commander, Gen. McAuliffe, was some- 
where out there in the dark.

side of my life—the opera and 
concert part—went along swim- 
mingly, immersed in the lush- 
ness of the music. 

By way of evidence that I was 
not in a decline at the Metro- 
politan it would be enough to 
quote the New York Times on 
my “Gotterdammerung”’ singing 
in 1951: ‘“‘Miss Traubel seems to 
grow in the Brunnhilde role with 


the two acts with a noble fire 
and pathos.” 

I also wrote a mystery novel 
It was 
called “Murder at the Opera.” 
My husband dutifully read it 

to the end and re- 
marked: ‘‘It certainly is murder 
at the opera. This is so bad that 
people will really believe you 
wrote it.” 

In my own library, though, I 
have only two or three 
that deal with opera. Most of 
my reading is confined to three 
types: fairy tales, mysteries and 
cookbooks. I am an authority on 
the faraway and never-never, the 
fantastic and fabulous. I have, 
for example, one of the best and 
almost unknown collections of 
fairy stories edited by the fa- 
mous writer and historian, An- 
drew Lang, that comprises yarns 
from every country in the world. 
As for cookbooks, I buy them by 
the dozen whenever they come 
out. I do like to cook—or fool 
around in the kitchen. I can 
knock out a loaf of bread or a 
digestible sauerbraten before 
your mouth can water three 
times. 

My sports addiction began to 
bloom into a publicity flower. I 
have — loved eo 
ev ki since my tom 
childhood, but the newspapers 
greatly exaggerated it. Let me 
say here and now that I am no 
authority on baseball. I cannot 
decide a bet on who was the sec- 
ond substitute pitcher for the 
Baltimore QOrioles in the third 
game of the 1908 season. I love 
the game chiefly because I get 
an aesthetic thrill out of watch- 
ing or imagining it. I think the 
co-ordination of a fine fielding 
play or synchronizing a bat to 
meet a fast ball is simply incred- 
ible. It is like great ballet—an 
expression of art. I can gyrate 
like a pitcher myself, but I can- 
not pitch nor do I know the 
finer points of the game. I just 
like to watch and yell. I really 
never care who wins a game; 
nor do I care who wins a sulky 
race, my second greatest sports 
passion. Third and fourth, I 
guess, for my own relaxation are 
crocheting and ironing, but those 
long, rhythmic muscles on the 
ballplayers and the horses are 
first for me! 


I loved those St. Louis 
Browns. I bought an interest 
in them in 1950—I can confess 
it was only a few shares—for 
sentimental reasons. My first 
recollection of baseball or of 
any sport at all is of watching 
the Browns in action. Every 
day in the summer that they 
played from the time I was 7 
years old I went to see them 
witl, my father. We had seats 
right above the dugout. 


My father explained to me what 
the game was about. I can 
never forget the exciting days of 
1944 when they were in the pen- 
nant race and actually won. I 
admit that once I was actually 
made the mascot of the Cardi- 
nals (and the New York Yan- 
kees). I was crazy about that 
man Pepper Martin, the Dean 
brothers, and Joe Medwick. But 
the Browns always seemed to

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Browns were moved to 


need my encouragement more 
than’ the Cardinals did. The 
Browns represented not only my 
first recollection of baseball but 
also the first men I adored in 
my life — George Sisler and 
Urban Shocker, stars of the 1922 
Browns which lost the pennant 
to the New York Yankees by 
only one game. : 

I was finding pleasure in 
places that were far away from 
the customary haunts of opera 
singers. Life became as unpre- 
dictable as the time when, late 
for singing the most exalted aria 
of Wagner’s operas, I rushed in 
late with my feet wet—to have 
my cape taken off and instantly 
pushed onto the stage. I began 
to take my life as it came. 

My friends bought me a 
chromium horn for my limousine 
that went ‘“Hi-yo-to-yo!”’ in the 
best Brunnhildian tradition. In 
the winter of 1949 Lauritz Mel- 
chior, taking his first safari in 
South Africa, got hold of two 
lion cubs. He thought of me and 
sent me both of them as a Val- 
entine present. I, in turn, trans- 
shipped them to the St. Louis 
Zoo. The director promised to 
give them a good home and 
name them Helen and Lauritz. 
_During the last season of my 
singing at the Met my relation- 
ship with the management was 
turning into something less than 
gold. From 1939 to 1950 Eddie 
Johnson and I had come to know 
each other’s idiosyncrasies very 
well. From an elegant tenor 
with well-turned calves he had 
changed into a highly competent 
impresario. It might be said I 
had turned from a song-struck 
girl into a diva. Whatever the 
arrangement we had, it worked. 


My widely publicized “break” 
with the Met—not really a 
rupture of relations, rather a 
musical growing up—consisted 
of two crises. Both can be ex- 
plained in .two_ sentences. 
Johnson left the met in 1950 to 
be replaced by Rudolf Bing. 
Bing disliked Richard Wagner. 
It was so simple and so com- 
plicated. 


Bing was a thin man with 
piercing eyes who came from 
Vienna and Scotland. I had lit- 
tle knowledge of his musical 
background. He had a connec- 
tion with the Edinburgh crowd 
in Scotland and the Glynde- 
bourne Opera. That was all I 
knew. When his appointment 
was announced there was a good 
deal of screwing-up of foreheads 
and scratching of brows. The 
common question was: ‘“Where 
did he come from, what did he 
Like Johnson, Bing has 
matured during his tenure at the

Met. At the time he was an un- 
known quantity to me. 

During my years in grand op- 
era it was the custom for John- 
son,. Bill, and me to meet at 
lunch and talk over the arrange- 
ments for the coming opera sea- 
son. I would have many engage- 
ments that would have to be 
built around my appearance in 
concert halls and recordings. 
Signing of the contracts was a 
mere formality. Usually we 
would let them lie around the 
house and one day Bill or I 
would get absent-minded and 
sign them. But I always knew 
where I stood with Johnson. He 
knew he could depend on me. 
My standing at the Met was un- 
questioned. 

Bing came in as head of the 
Met. I knew nothing of it. I 
was busy setting up my con- 
certs; I expected my usual con- 


‘ference at lunch in the spring. 


But the months passed. I had 
no communication whatsoever 
from Bing. I realized a new im- 
presario had much to do, but I 
also thought I was entitled to at 
least an introduction. Finally 
time caught up with us. “I'll 
have to set my concert dates,” 
I said to Bill in the spring of 
1950. “I can’t wait.”’ Bill asked: 
“What about the Met arrange- 
ments!”" I pondered that one. 
“T’ll have to say that the time 
is so late that I can’t wait any 
longer,’ I said. “‘I’ll have to say 
that I assume I will not appear 
this season.”” We wrote a letter 
saying that and, in addition, that 
I would be now unable to accept 
a contract which was tanta- 
mount, of course, to my resigna- 
tion. So it was done. The letter 
was posted and simultaneously 
released to the press. 

Somewhat to our astonish- 
ment, it became a nationwide 
cause celebre headlined on the 
front pages. A feud between 
myself and Bing—whom I had 
never met — wasinstantly 
drummed up. And unconsciously, 
I really had done him a wrong. 
The same day as I wrote my 
letter—which Bing complained 
was “rather unsporting” — he 
had written one to me. They 
had crossed in the mails. He 
called me apologetically on the 
telephone. We agreed to meet. 

The lunch with Bing at an off- 
Fifth avenue restaurant was a 
revelation to me. He was very 
pleasant. We were completely 
in agreement until the manager 
crossed to our table. He whis- 
pered that the press was out- 
side. Bill turned to Bing. “How 
does it happen that the press 
knows about this meeting?’ he 
demanded. Bing shrugged and 
spread his fingers. ‘I’m sure I 
don’t know,”’ he said—a state- 
ment which was slightly in error 
since we discovered afterward 
that the Met press department 
had alerted the newspapers. I 
suppose Bing was having his re- 
venge for my having released 
my letter to the press. I thought 
it as unsporting as he did. At 
any rate, the pressure on him 
had been tremendous. I was 
trapped into having my picture 
taken with him in a smiling ‘“re- 
conciliation scene.”’ 

Bing explained his actions by 
saying that he assumed “that 
Miss Traubel was permanently a 
part of the Met.’ I accepted that

statement at its face value. How 
much he considered me a part of 
the company was revealed when 
later that year he came to my 
dressing room and asked me to 
perform with the touring com- 
pany in Cleveland. I pointed out 
that my commitments would not 
allow it. 

“T demand that you appear in 
Cleveland!’ he said haughtily. 

I chuckled. “Here, Mr. Bing,” 
I said, ‘‘we never use such words 
as ‘must’ or ‘demand.’”’ 

“Tl didn’t mean it that way,”’ he 
said quickly. “What I meant was 
that the performance will be far 
below its standard unless you ap- 
pear.” The upshot was that I 
did not appear. 

During the next two years the 
singing of Wagner’s works no- 
ticeably decreased. It was plain 
that Bing intended (as he later 
did) to drop them from the 
repertoire of the Met in favor of 
the lighter, more popular Italian 
and French works. 

When the fuss and feathers had 
died down in the press from the 
first argument with Bing in 1951, 
somehow my thoughts had taken 
on a much bigger idea of the fu- 
ture. It was not so much that I 
knew there were millions of peo- 
ple who had not heard me sing. 
It was that I, who loved to 
watch my audiences, had not 
seen millions of people and sung 
to them. So when an impresario 
named Strock who had heard me 
in opera came backstage to talk 
about a tour of the Orient— 
especially Japan—he met with a 
more cordial reception than he 
might have expected. 

“The Japanese love Western 
music,’” he said enthusiastically. 
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“I know that,” I agreed. “But 
what would I do?” That was the 
eternal question. What I had 
was merely a voice, not an act 
—and so ofter an act was 
n } 
Strock was impatient. ‘‘Are 
you afraid you will not be a suc- 
cess?” he demanded. 

“Yes, I am,” I said. ‘Don’t 
forget I don’t sing in Japanese. 
I only sing in English, German, 
and Italian.” 

Strock sprang up and clapped 
his hands. “I guarantee you will 
be a sensation!” he cried. 

That was not exactly how we 
arranged it—I talked to Bill and 
my concert bureau about it for 
several days—but it was the be- 
ginning of the temptation to 
which I finally succumbed. 

My first two concerts in April 
1952 were in Hawaii. The land 
enchanted us. The people were 
my ideal of friendliness. The 
food was exotic. The only disap- 
pointment came from the famous 
flower leis. The juices of one 
that was put around my neck 
ruined a $1500 lace-and-satin 
dress. From Hawaii we flew di- 
rectly to Tokyo. In Japan I sang 
26 concerts in all three islands, 
in a dozen cities, eight of them 
in the capital. It was a grand 
experience—and one of the most 
exhausting I ever went through. 


No matter where I sang, waves 
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of enthusiasm, demands for en- 
cores seemed to pour over the 
platform. 


The last concert of our trip 
was in New Delhi. From then 
on I kept my mouth shut and my 
eyes open. We visited the lovely 
Vale of Kashmir, came back to 
Bombay and Basra and Dhahran 
in Saudi Arabia, then to Istan- 
bul. I think, next to New York, 
this is my favorite city of all 
time. 


We spent a few weeks in Rome 
and Paris. We had gone so far 
around the bulge of the world 
that we felt we might as well go 
all the way. We shot up north 
to Copenhagen and Stockholm, 
taking a long and majestic trip 
through the famous fjords. This 
was Wagner country, the land 
of the Scandinavian gods. I could 
see for myself where the inspira- 
tion for the Ring operas had 
come. I could understand, deep- 
ly, for the first time, the tradi- 
tion ang the legends and the 
frozen emotions that when melt- 
ed came rolling down in such 
avalanches of chords. All that 
country was music to me. From 
there, of course, any stopover 
would have been anticlimax. We 
flew to London and on to New 
York and home to California.

Memorial Service - 


NEW YORK, June 3. 

I SPENT the Memorial day weekend at Hyde Park and 
Senator Lyndon Johnson of Texas kindly came up to speak for 
us at the services in the rose garden. The Senator and Mrs. 
Johnson were very kind to make the trip, and since they had 
never seen the memorial I was particularly happy that they 


had a few minutes in which to visit the house and library. | 


It was a warm day, however, and I am afraid it was very 
tiring for both of them. First they had to officiate at the 
dedication of a little plot where a new seedling oak tree was 
planted to replace one of the old ones which my husband 
loved and which unfortunately had to be removed after this 
past winter. 


After the tree-planting Senator Johnson was gracious 
enough to award the Eagle Scoyt awards and shake 
hands with the boys, which I am sure gave them a 
memory to cherish. Then we went over to the rose 
garden, where the Senator spoke very well and left 
everyone, I think, with the feeling that this had been 
one of the best of our Memorial day services.
